These are the years 
in which the principal differences occur between the coinage en- 
tered in the bullion and coin accounts and the coinage reported by 
you. The smounts entered in the coin accounts are larger in each 
of these years than the amounts you state, and in the absence of 
the reports for the first six months of each of the two years it is 
thought that the difference in the coinage was executed in this 
period. 

Will you please inform me whether you have the reports cover- 
ing the first six months of each of these years, and if so why they 
were not forwarded with the others. 


It would seem as if the amounts entered in the bullion and 
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coin accounts rendered the Government and on file in the Department 


should be the correct coinage. 


The coinage of 1859 does not differ materially from the amount 


you report.
